ANGELS OF YESTERYEARS

Still the exuberance of youth 
needed further and continued 
expression. This time, a number 
of us thought we should show 
our science teachers that all of 
us were not as dumb as they 
often inferred, verbally, and in 
report cards. 

Our plan was that we would 
“casually” demonstrate to them 
a very high level of mechanical 
engineering competence and 
ingenuity. Selected as a site on 
which to display our juvenile 
eruditeness, was a small granite 
structure adjacent to the main 
school building. The roof was 
flat, made of heavy timber, and 
the structure rose to about 12 
feet above ground level. The 
building had only two rooms, 
both equipped with plumbing of 
that era, one door being marked 
BOYS, the other marked 
GIRLS. 

On a pre-arranged night, 
when the main school building, 
called EL GRANITO, was 
deserted and all lights out, about 
20 of us “found” two nearby 
telephone poles not being used 
(we had spotted them earlier in 
the day). We reasoned that the 
telephone company would not 
object if they were borrowed for 
a few hours, and then returned 
unharmed before daylight, 
it was hoped. The AT&T was 
given very little choice in the 
matter, but as non-shareholders, 
we didn’t care too much. 


Soon the two giant poles, via 
mass-labor, had ends resting on 
the top edge of the building. The 
other ends were on the ground, 
some 30-40 feet away, with an 
easy angle set from the ground 
to the roof of the building. The 
poles were spaced parallel about 
four feet apart. ~) 

_Magically, a. numbey of 
lengths of unused heavy planks 
were found on a nearby location 
where a house was under 
construction. With a hammer, 
saw, and spike nails, a wooden 
skyway soon developed, the 
plank pieces, cut and nailed 
down adjacent to each other, so 
the incline could easily be 
traversed by man or beast. 

Showing further advanced 
planning, from out of the 
darkness came words like ““Whoa 
hoy: J easy now,’ and the 
grotesque shadow of a_ huge 
horse entered the scene. He was 
led directly to the foot of the 
incline. Baited with a bit of 
alfalfa and a carrot, augmented 
with some not-too-friendly 
paddling on his rear, the horse 
hesitatingly made his way up to 
the roof of El Granito’s 
Boy-and-Girl house. 

Once above. alfalfa and water 
were provided in abundance. 
Then into the darkness of the 
night, the hastily erected incline. 
quickly and quietly disappeared. 
The cut plank pieces, and the 
hardly touched telephone poles

ditorial Comment 
- HOW GOVERNMENT GROWS 


As our nation grows in population it seems to re- 
quire a disproportionate increase in those who work in 
government. That at least is one inference that can be 
made from some new figures on state and local govern- 
mental employment released by Tax Foundation, Inc. 

According to the Foundation, between 1961 and 
1971 the number of such employees increased at a rate 
four times as fast as the population. Pay for these 
workers increased at a rate of almost 13 times: the 
population’s 10 percent growth rate. 

The actual figures for the decade are an increase in 
state-local workers from 5.8 to 8.8 million, or 52 per- 
cent. The monthly pay cost, based on October payroll 
figures, increased from $2.4 billion to $6.4 billion, or 
167 percent. 

California’s state-local government employment 
followed the general trend, although it was under the 
maximum. Between 1961 and 1971 employment figures 
here increased from 622,000 to 914,000, an average jump 
of 47 percent. State population increase during that 
decade was 23 percent. In the number of state-local 
employees per thousand population California was a 
little above the national average: 45 per thousand in 
this state, 43 per thousand nationwide. 

This is in no way a disparagement of the good, loyal 
and hard-working people in government. It is, rather, 
a factual reminder that growth and increased complex- 
ity of 1 gl die practically everything in life 
these days—doesn’t come free.

“We have milked about all we. 
can out of agricultural 
production,” Christensen said. 
“We have just about reached the 
saturation point in constant 
improvement of efficiency and 
development of greater 
production from the same basic 
units. We must develop other 
approaches, and certainly 
expanding existing commodity 
markets and developing new 
markets is an exciting prospect.” 

Christensen said that he is 
working closely with the U.S. 
department of agriculture in 
efforts to increase demand for 
California farm products in both 
United States and Foreign 
markets. 

Conceming the image of 
agriculture, Christensen said, 
“We farmers do not talk to the 
right people - we talk to 
ourselves.” 

He said that the California 
department of agriculture, 
through a stronger information 
office, is now “speaking for 
agriculture, and is starting to tell 
the real story of the farmer and 
of agricultural production to 
metropolitan residents who 
often have no idea of how food 
gets on the grocery store 
shelves.” 

Christensen said that a_ state 
department of agriculture 
information office may be 
opened in Los Angeles in the 
future. 

In commenting on the 
importance of agriculture to the 
California economy, Christensen 


said that agriculture recorded $5

' billion in gross sales last year and 


will hit almost $6 billion this 
year. 

He said agriculture produces 
1,700,000 jobs directly in 
California and another 
2,000,000 jobs indirectly; one 
third of advertising budgets in 
California involve agriculture; 
tremendous volume of 
petroleum products are used by 
agriculture, and agriculture 
creates a major demand in the 
field of transportation. 

Within the state department 
of agriculture are 1,400 
employees, Christensen said, 
with 11 persons on his office 
staff. Budget for the department 
is annually $25 million, with 
about 60 percent of this budget 
going toward consumer 
protection programs 
administered by the state 
department of agriculture, and 
only 40 percent going directly 
for agriculture. 

He said that within the 
department virtually every 
segment of agriculture and every 
farm commodity is represented; 
the department administers 42 
marketing orders; 600 advisors 
to department personnel come 
from agricultural industries and 
commodity groups; 500 persons 
serve on fair boards throughout 
California. 

Administration of a number 
of programs come under the 
department of agriculture: 
Consumer protection involving 
monitoring retail outlets for 
quality and quantity of 
packaged products; 
administration of weights and 
measures inspection and 
certification program in the 
state; meat inspection (the best 
that can be found in any state, 
Christensen said); work with the 
federal government on 
occupational safety and health; 
control program for livestock 
diseases and crop pests, and 
overall. administration of the 
offices of county agricultural 
commissioners. 

Concerning tightened 
restrictions on agricultural 
pesticides, Christensen said that 
it has been necessary to 
develop programs in this 
area that put pesticide sale and

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application on a “prescription - 


basis.” 
“We have had to go into a 


program of licensing handlers - 


and applicators of pesticides in 
order to keep materials available 
to farmers in the face of efforts 
by environmentalists and 
conservationists,” Christensen 


“Now we have an unwritten 
agreement with self-appointed 
conservationists in the state 
legislature that if we control 
pesticides, they will not 
introduce legislation in this field 
against farmers. 

“Now legislators are aiming at 
control of household uses of 
pesticides, which are greater in 
total than agricultural uses.” 

Christensen, who is a life-long 
cattleman from Modoc county 
and who has had varied 
experience in the “political” 
field of agriculture, praised Earl 
Butz, head of the U.S. 
department of agriculture. 


“Butz talks about profit to 
agricultural, not cheap food 
prices, pointing out that there 
must first be profit if there is to 
be economical food prices; he 
believes in a release of controls 
by the federal government and 
the development of foreign 
markets. If we want free, 
profitable, and growing 
agriculture, Butz has the right 
idea.” 

Christensen said that “Butz is 
one of the great things that has 
happened to agriculture,’ and 
that he and the California 
department of agriculture are 
working closely with him. 


Annexation 
Fails To Carry 


PORTERVILLE — East 
Porterville annexation to the 
city of Porterville failed to carry 
in an election Tuesday, with a 
total of 285 “‘No” votes and 179 
“Yes” votes cast by some 645 
eligible voters. 

Had the election carried, the 
city was prepared to move into 
the area to supply sewage and 
water systems through HUD 
financing, with the total project 
also including upgrading of the 
city’s sewage disposal and water 
system.

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Disaster Loans OKed For Farmers 


VISALIA — Farm emergency 
loans by fhe Farmers Home 
administration, a rural credit 
agency of the U.S. department 
of agriculture, have been 
authorized in Tulare county to 
help farmers. recover from 
damage caused by the March, 
1972, freeze in the county. 

The agency’s county 
supervisor, Galen C. Wiley, 
announced ‘that applications 
from eligible farmers will be 
received at the Farmers Home 
administration office serving 
Tulare county, located at 3348 
W. Mineral King Ave., Visalia. 


Emergency loans are made to 
finance crop and _ livestock 
production and meet other 
expenses necessary to restore a 
farm to its condition and level of 
operation prior to the disaster. 
Purposes for which loan funds 
may be used include purchase of 
items such as feed, seed and 
fertilizer, replacement of stock 
and equipment, and repair of 
farm installations damaged in 
the natural disaster. 

Up to $5,000 of a loan may 
be canceled when losses are not 
compensated by insurance or 


repay the uncanceled portion of 
a loan as soon as possible, 
consistent with their repayment 
ability, at an interest rate of one 
percent. Loans are secured as 
required to protect the 
Government’s interest. 

Wiley emphasized that the 
Emergency loan authorization 
applied to farms damaged by the 
freeze last March in Tulare 
county. Applicants must show 
that losses for which they seek 
loan assistance resulted from 
that disaster.

‘were returned and neatly 
stacked at the distant points 
from which they had been 
temporarily liberated. 

The horse, now alone on the 
roof, content and accustomed to 
his new environment, watched 
and waited for the sun to rise 
over the nearby Sierra Nevada 
mountains. While he gazed, we 
embryonic engineers returned 
home for a couple of hours of 
much needed sleep before 
reporting to school for 
furtherance of our education. 

Needless: to say, as the 
student body converged for the 
early morning sessions, the 
horse, standing alone and high 
on the roof, was given many 
plaudits for his “big jump.” 
Naturally, this formed the 
principal subject of discussion - 
both within the mystified 
student body, and the smiling 
intelligencia of the teaching 
staff. Our English teacher was 
particularly amazed. To her it 
was only in mythology that 
horses could fly. But this was 
reality! 

As the girls chuckled, some of 
the more innocent boys, eyed 
their science teachers, wondering 
and hoping for an explanation of 
how a horse could jump (or 
would) the 12 feet required for 
him to reach the hay upon

which he. was peacefully 
munching. One little girl, trying 
to be helpful said, “I read once 
that bumblebees shouldn’t be 
able to fly. Their wings are too 
small, and their bodies too heavy 
- but they do. Why not horses? I 
don’t mean fly, but jump high, if 
they really want to.” 

A brilliant -idea, 
thought. 

Then came a master stroke 
which added immeasurably. to 
our appreciation of pedagogical 
wisdom. Acting without use of 
his specialty, which was book 
learning, one science teacher 
accepted the fantastic situation 
with sparkling eyes and a broad 
grin. “Maybe the little girl is 
right about the horse ‘and the 
bumblebee, but it looks like he 
scheduled himself for a one-way 
trip. But regardless of how he 
got up there, it looks like he 
needs some help to get down. 
We need volunteers to build 
steps to help him. [ll call it a 
‘science class’ if any of you lads 
have ideas and will help.” 

Fifteen or twenty hands 
waved (mostly from sleepy-eyed 
boys). They went to work, and 
an entire student body watched, 
as miraculously, parts were 
easily found which enabled 
quick construction of a decline 
over which the horse, 
hesitatingly, but safely, was 
encouraged to descend 
following which came a loud 
burst of applause. 

On finding the horse’s owner 
oe was easy) the farmer 
remarked, after being told the 
fantastic story, “That was the 
highest jump my horse ever 

’ave been a 
horse-fly which bit him.” 
Chuckling and smiling broadly, 
it was obvious, that here again, 
there was no generation gap. 

Not too surprising, during the 
rest of the day, science teachers 
tended to stress Newton’s Law 
of Gravitation, one closing his 
class with a smile saying, “What 
goes up, must come 


and that goes vice 
versa for grades. Mechanics is an 
important subject.” 

Yes, books alone do not an 
education make. Several of us 
even thought that our science 
teachers were a bit envious in 
not having been invited for a 
more direct role, starting at the 
very beginning of the project. 
Personally,-I received an “A” for 
science in my next report card 
(In later years, I parlayed this 
expression of apparent juvenile 
potential into a physics Ph.D. I 
found that helping to invent 
radar was even more interesting 
than horse-lifting. But perhaps,
